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LET'S PUT ALEPPO'S 2nd ANNUAL

NE of our good Nobles recently 

returned his book of circus tickets 
with the comment that he could not 
bring himself to sell tickets to a circus, 
or otherwise participate in any enter- 
tainment feature, with a war on! 


Of course in this great Democracy, 
and especially in the Shrine, every in- 
dividual is ‘entitled to his personal 
opinion. 


But we were wondering just where 
the above line of thought would leave 
us all if earried to its logical conclu- 
sion! On the theory that any recrea- 
tion or entertainment softens a nation 
engaged in real war effort, we assume 
all theatres and movie houses would 
automatically be closed, as would the 
baseball parks, even though a very con- 
siderable number of boys in the service 
either attend the games or listen to the 
play-by-play broadcasts. And since all 
forms of pleasure which might con- 
ceivably divert attention from war ef- 
forts would logically come under an all- 
inclusive ban, all radio broadcasts 
would necessarily be barred. Maga- 
zines for recreational reading would 
disappear from the news-stands, and 
certainly no real conscientious objector 
to all forms of entertainment in time 
of war, would secretly steal a little 
leisure time or pleasure reading a book 
from his library shelf. Even musicians, 
whether in Symphony Hall or on the 
Charles River Esplanade, would be out 
of work for the duration. 


Which brings us to the point that we 
might end up with an even greater un- 
employment problem on our hands, not 
to mention the item of lost amusement 
taxes. 


Our own feeling has been that even 
with a people suffering the sacrifices 
and horrors of actual warfare, morale 
may sometimes be even better sus- 
tained by moments of wholesome re- 
laxation, as seems to be the attitude of 
our Government with our armed forces 
now in training. Certainly the 
younger generation is entitled to some 
of its youth, even in dark days. 


In March of this year it was the 
President of the United States, our 
Commander-in-Chief, who-said: *''Rec- 
reational activities have a necessary 
and beneficial part in promoting an 
over-all efficiency by relieving the 
strains of war and work. Within rea- 
sonable limits the war effort will not 
be hampered but actually improved by 
sensible participation in healthy recre- 
ational pursuits.” 


So, if only for the children, we are 
still inclined to believe that Aleppo’s 
second annual Shrine Circus is in no 
way contrary to the best interests of 
either the Shrine or the Nation.
